As requested in the correspondence from applicants filed 27 August 2007 
(hereinafter "present amendment"), which is in response to the Office action mailed 27 
February 2007 (hereinafter "previous Office action"), claims 1, 3, 9, 10, 24, 29, 32-34, 36, 
38, 39 and 41 have been amended, claims 2, 35 and 40 have been cancelled and new 
claim 44 has been added. 

Requirement for Restriction 
~and~ 
Election of Species 

The present amendment has placed the claims of the elected Group I in condition 
for allowance. Thus, the claims of nonelected Group II, which have been amended 
following the examiner's suggestions, are hereby rejoined. The Requirement for 
Restriction as set forth in the Office action mailed 9 August 2006 is hereby WITHDRAWN. 

Also, claims 9-31, which formerly did not read on applicants election of species but 
now which have been amended consistent with the election of species, are rejoined. 

Status of Double Patenting Rejections 

In the previous Office action, claims 1-8, 32 and 43 were rejected as being 
unpatentable over claims 1-26 of U.S. Patent No. 6,250,380, 

In view of the present amendment, the rejection is hereby withdrawn. Compounds of the 
present claims no longer are embraced by the claims of the patent. 

In the previous Office action, claims 1 and 43 were rejected as being unpatentable 
over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,617,309. 

In view of the present amendment, the rejection is hereby withdrawn. Compounds of the 
present claims no longer are embraced by the claims of the patent. 
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Status of Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
In the previous Office action, claims 1, 32 and 43 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Lehmann et al, Helvetica Chimica Acta, vol. 33, pages 
1217-1226 (1950). 

In view of the present amendment, which has limited A 1 to only the pyrrolidine- 
containing moiety instead of the acyclic carboxamide moiety, the rejection is hereby 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-34, 36-39 and 41-44 are allowed. 

All previously stated claim rejections have been overcome by the present 
amendment. 

Reasons for allowance were provided in the previous Office action.
